Calgary, Aug. 1%.—Forty-six line 
elevators will be constructed in <Al- 
berta this year in time to handle this 
season's crop, by the Alberta Farm- 
ers’ Elevator company, authorized 
under the Farmers Elevator Bill pass- 
ed at the last session of the Alberta 
legislature. The new company = is 
closely allied to the United Farmers 
of Alberta and the Grain Growers 
company of Manitoba. The work of 
building half of these elevators is well 
under way and material for the other 
half on the ground at the various lo- 
cations, For the erection of these 
elevators forty-six local companies 
have been formed in various = grain 
communities of Alberta. 

Announcement a Surprise. 

The announcement of the status of 
the work, which comes as a surprise, 
wask made at the meeting of the pro- 
visional directors of the Farmers’ 
Nlevator company, held here today. 
Active in the deliberations of today's 
session was President W. J. Tregillus 
of the United Farmers of Alberta; 
Secretary Woodbridge of the same 
organization; Vice-President KE. J. 
Fream of the Grain Growers, and 
many other prominent members of 
the farmers’ organization from «ll 
parts of the province. More than 100

The act providing Tor the sraaniza: | 


tion of a farmers’ elevator company 
and the building of farmers’ elevators 
prescribed that when the farmers of 
any locality desired an elevator they 
might form themselves into a local 
company; that when at least 20 of 
such companies had been formed 
they might apply to the — provincial 
government for assistance and if'they 
paid in 20 per cent. of the capital 
stock of their separate locals the gov- 
ernment would advance the balance 
of the money necessary to build ele- 
vators; the loan to be made at 5 per 
cent. and the money to be repaid in 
20 years, 
Organization Perfected, 

For the purpose of taking adyan- 
tage of the legisiation the parent com 
pany was formed and the provisional 
directors wo§@king quietly perfeciced 
the organization of these loeal corm- 
panies, the necessary money was sub- 
scribed, the aggregate capitalization 
of the local companies being $860,000, 
and on the assurance of the govern- 
ment some two months ago that the 
necessary loan would be forthcoming, 
the work of bullding was at once un- 
dertaken, and is well under way. 

At the meeting of the directors to- 
day Hon, Dunean Marshall, provincial 
minister of agriculture, stated that 
the money necessary for the comple- 
tion of the big scheme is available and 


would be at the dispos of the parnat 
elevator company an) ne it shall > 
required. 

The cost of constru ig the elevat- 


ors varies from $8,000 \o 5 100 each 
and the total storage capacity will ne 
about 1,500,000 busheis. During ‘ec 
course of the next two years it is ¢x- 
pected to expand the scheme consié- 
erably.

communication was filed, with Alder- 
men May, East and Driscoll objecting. 
The letter from the auditor said in 
part: 

“I would point out that my investi- 
gation of the car barn account, cov- 
ering a period of eleven months, has 
required the entire time of one = as- 
sistant and myself for three weeks, in- 
cluding considerable time at night.

Comparing the com- 
mission paid by the city of Calgary 
Jast year with the cost of work done 
by this Department for Edmonton, 
you will note that for every hundred 
dollars Calgary spent on building con- 
etruction she paid $4.86 in architec- 
tural commissions, where Edmonton 
paid out $2.10, showing a saving to 
Edmonton of $2.76 on every hundred 
dollars spent on puilding construc- 
tlon. Resides this, my services have 
been given in consultation work with 
the Bullding Inspector and other Civic 
Departments without cost to any of 
theee Departments. 

“In adition to the above work I 
have materially assisted Superintend- 
ent Smaltz in the carrying out of work 
of the Building Construction Depart- 
ment, 

“I might also mention that where 
changes are made in plans or new 
drawings are required to show re- 
visions in drawings already accepted, 
on additional charge hay been made 
by this Department other than the 
actual cost, whereas a private archi- 
tect would charge for such services. 

“At the present time I have plans 
under way for four buildings which, 
if erected, will cost the city not less 
than §590,000.00, for which the archi- 
tectural charges, If done by this De- 
partment, will not exceed 2 1-2 per 
cent. or $14,250.00. In all probability 
however, the charge would not be 
Jegs than that amount as I believe I 
have clearly demonstrated in my pre- 
Vious statements that I can do the 
work at a lower cost than 2 1-2 per 
cent. on the construction cost. 

“If any additional information is 
required your Gouncil, or commit- 
tee, Iam, of course ,at your service 
at any time.” 

Gas Department. May Go, Too,

Dris- 
coll, On his suggestion the matter 
was referred to the public works com- 
mittee for further investigation, as he 
was of the opinion that the district 
should be cleared out. 

Protest Against Paving. 

A protest from J, Armstrong, own- 
er of block 10, against the paving of 
University avenue from Main street 
to Sisth avenue south, received a 
good deal ct attention. It appears 
that the advertising of this improve- 
ment was only done last month, while, 
according to Ald. Walsh, the work al- 
ready is completed, and aldermen 
were tcld earlier in the season that 
it would be impossible to stop the 
work, as it had been advertised, au- 
thorized and the money raised. The 
matter was referred to a committee 
consisting »f Aldermen Douglas, Liv- 
ingstone and Walsh to investigate, 
with a view to seeing if some of the 
share of expense that ordinarily 
would be assessed against Mr. Arm- 
etrong might not be remitted. 

A recommendation from the public 
works committee that the question of 
the stores and works warehouse be 
referred to the commissioners, with 
the request that they proceed with 
the building according to contract, 
was adopted. The question of remov- 
ing the stores and works department 
to Ingiewood, Block 12, was referred 
back to the committee to take up 
with the superintendent of that de- 
partment. 

To Remit Rent. 

A recommendation from the indus- 
trial committve that the application

cal board “there are no conditions in 
this territory which would justify any 
such suggestion having been made, 
and that the proposal, if given any 
publicity, was one which would do 
untold injury to this province, and 
the project was not one which should 
have received any serious considera- 
tion or encouragement from any 
quarter.” 

A communication was read fromm 
the Lethbridge board of trade  sug- 
gesting that the Dominion govern- 
ment should be urged to take steps to 
provide markets for the products of 
the farmers of Alberta engaged in 
mixed farming. The Lethbridge board 
of trade was advised that the experi- 
ence of the Edmonton board of trade 
in recent years does not indicate that 
there is any serious trouble by rea- 
son of want of markets for farm pro- 
duce other than grain, but that on the 
contrary, the trouble is that supplies 
of such products are inadequate to 
meet the demand, and that statistics 
show that every year enormous quan- 
tities of all classes of farm produce 
other than grain are shipped into Al- 
berta, for the reason that the provin- 
cial production is inadequate to meet 
the provincial demands,

VEGREVILLE PEOPLE 
DEFEND GAS WELL 


Good Pressure Has Been Obtained 
and With Further Development 
Supply Promises to be of Best— 
Cutting Grain Now in Progress. 


Special to the Bulletin. 

Vegreville, Aug. 19.—Vegrevilie gas 
well has been the subject of a good 
deal of well-merited inquiry and in- 
terest, and has also been subjected to 
adverse criticism. This Vegreville 
people are quite willing to, accept as a 


compliment, for it is were really 
worthless, it would simply share the 


fate of every other undeserving 
scheme—ignored. They are quite sat- 
isfied to wait until the day arrives 


when this well will vindicate its own 
merit and worth. 


The well has been very satisfactor- 
ily drilled and completed as a dry gas 
well, the strong flow being found at 
a depth of 1360 feet, in the regular 
gas bearing sand—the formation he- 
ing similar to that of the large gas 
wells so well known as Bow Island 
and Medicine Hat. It is reported by 
experts, amongst whom is the Ed- 
monton corporation investigator who 
is visiting and testing all the gas wells 
in the country, even superior to Peli- 
can Rapids, 

The first test for pressure resulted 
in 160 Ibs. to the square inch, the sec- 
ond 260 Ibs., and the third over 300 
lbs. For volume thefi rst test gave 
165,000 cubic feet for 24 hours, the 
Second test gave -187,000, and the 
third from 200,000 to 260,000, 

These figures are likely to rise both 
as regards the pressure and volume 
when the well is drawn upon for reg- 
ular power production, according to 
experienced opinion, 


Will Use for Fuel. 

It is the intention of the town 
council to pipe theg as to the power 
house to be used as fuel for the boiler 
in the municipal plant. For thie 
purpose it is estimated that only about 
one-tenth of the present volume will 
be required. All the remaining sup- 
ply will be available for other pur- 
poses, Hence as it is only possible 
for power production when it is mixed 
with an equal amount of air, there 
would be available something like 
350,000 cubic feet per 24 hours. 

The money stringency is responsible 
for this valuabl- asset to the town 
lying dormant, as well as other pro- 
jects, but all hope soon to be able to 
announce that every scheme is being 
completed and proving a great bene- 
fit to the town,

Says Hearing Unfair 

W. L. Shurtleff, the Coaticook law 
yer retained by Thaw, denounced the 
hearing before Justice Dupuis as un- 
fair and said that he would apply to- 
morrow for a writ of habeas corpus 
for Thaw prior to the hearing before 
the extradition commissioner. Should 
the writ be refused Mr. Shurtleff said 
he would ask for an appeal from the 
justices’ decision. 

There is every indication tonight 
that Thaw intends to write into the 
jurisprudence of the Dominion of 
Canada 2 reccrd of a bitlerly- coniest> 
ed fight against extradition, deporta- 
tion or both. From his cell in the 
country jail tonight Thaw sent out 
to the. newspaper men a statement 
under this caption, typewritten in 
capitals; 

“No one has contended that for two 
years nearly that Thaw has been in 
the Toombs he tas neen insane, 
There is no evidence of delusion in 
the slightest degree on his part. Is 
it anything crazy to take a pistol to 
defend yourself against a man who 
calls you a vile name and threatens 
to kill you before morning?” 

The statement itself was a printed 
synopsis of District Attorney Jerome's 
speech—or purported to be such—to 
the jury at Thaw’s second trial, Jan- 
vary 30, 1908, for the murder of 
Stanford White, 


WANT COUNCIL TO CO-OPERATE. 

The Calgary Branch of the Canad- 
jan Association for the Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, writes the Edmonton 
Council as follows: 

As a result of the visit of Dr. Por- 
ter, the secretary of the Canadian As 
sociation for the Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis in September, 1911, a branch 
of the society was formed in Calgary, 
and in February, 1912, the society 
opened a temporary hospital for tu- 
berculosis patients. ’ 

The city purposes taking care of 
{ts own advanced cases. This wiil 
leave the society free to co-operate 
with the other cities and towns in the 
Province to the end that a Provincial 
sanatorium may be erected for incip- 
jent cases. Such sanatorium to be 
under the management of a Provincia! 
Board of Contro). 

An ideal site of 320 acres has been 
donated by the Dominion Government 
between Radnor and Mitford on the 
main line of the C.P.R, The Provin- 
cial Government has promised a grant 
of one-quarter of the cost of the 
buildings and a per capita grant of 
25 cents per diem. 

So many tuberculosis patients are 
coming to “Sunny Alberta” for treat- 
ment it 1s absolutely necessary that 
some form of supervision be exercise.

Company 


J. W. West, superintendent of the 
B. C. Express Company, with head- 
quarters at Ashcroft, was in the eity 
on Friday. The Bb. C. Express, better 
known as the “RB. N operates the 
mail, stage and steamer route from 
Ashcroft to Quesnelle, Barkerville, Fort 
George and indeed to all points in 
the northern interior of British Col- 
umbia, This company was probably 
the first to establish an auto stege line, 
which they did 4 years ago over Car!- 
boo road between Asheroft on the 
c. P. R., and Soda Creek at the foot 
of navigation on the Upper Fraser 
River, a distance of 167 miles. The 
autos are only used for passenger 
travel. The mails are taken by horse 
teams. The trip from Soda Creek to 
Ashcroft is made int twelve hours 
running time, between seven o'clock 
one evening and seven o'clock on ihe 
following evening, provided the roads 
are good and barring accidents, De 
Winton forty-eight Norse power seven 
passenger car is used, but before being 
put on the road the car is tested ana 
refitted to adapt it to the work of 
elimbing long hills with heavy loads.

Two 
motor trucks carrying five tons eacn 
have recently been put on the road 
between Ashcroft and Soda Creek. 

The company operate the stern 
wheel steamer "GB, X."" between Soda 
Creek and Fort George, 155 miles, 
making the most important stop mt 
Quesnelle, at which point the road 
leaves the river for Barkerville, whica 
is the business point of Cariboo. and ts 
60 miles distant. In winter freight ‘s 
hauled all the way from Ashcroft to 
Barkerville by road, but in the sum- 
mer the part of the road between So ia 
Creek and Quesnelle is not used yer) 
much ,although it is quite practicable, 
the steamer carrying most of the 
heavy freifht, The steamer makes the 
trip from Fort George to Soda 
Creek in 13 hours, leaving at 6 a.m. 
and arrivitg at 7 p.m, 

last year the express company 
operated two steamers between Soda 
Creek and Fort George, but this year 
they placed one of them, the "“B, ©, 
xpress,’ on the run between Tet» 
Jaune Cache and Fort George, taking 
freight down stream from the Grand 
Trunk Pacific west of Edmonton, in- 
stead of upstream from the C. . R, at 
Ashcroft, with 167 miles of the Cari- 
boo road between, This boat made 
weekly trips between the Cache and 
Yort George, but has’ not been able 
to keep cleared away the amount of 
freight offering. When the G, 'T. 
is opened to Mile 112, at the second 
crossing of the Fraser, only 90 miles 
from Fort George, the steamer will le 
able to make two trips a week, for 
the remainder of the season, but even 
then it is feared that it will not be 
uble to do much more than clear away 
the freight that has already accumu- 
lated at the Cache, The steel is now

The inquest on the body of Mr 
Frederick William Cox, of Thomes 
street, Walterdale, who was eccidens 
tally shot by her husband yesterday 
aftérngoon, will be held in tne police 
court at the south side station at one 
o'clock today by Coroner Crang. Mr. 
Cox was ftormally arresied after the 
tragic occurrence by Detective Mee- 
han, and taken to the south side sia- 
tion, but after the coroner and ‘Chief 
Carpenter had heard the facts of the 
ease he Was released on his own ree- 
ognigance, and ordered (to appear at 
the inquest this morning, when he will 
give evidence. 

The matter Was reported to the 
south side station at 1.16 and Detee- 
tive Meehan and Constable MeClem- 
ents, who happened to be in the sts 
tion at the time, linmediately left fo: 
the deceased's residence, being fol- 
lowed shortly afterwards by Coron 
Crang and Dr. Ritehie. The officers 
found Mrs. Cox lying on the floor «of 


quite dead. 

Mr. Con's Account of Tragedy. 

Mr .Cox was in a state bordering on 
nervous distraction, and for a time was 
unable to speak, but ne was later 
able to give a fairly connected ac- 
count of what occurred, Lt seeins that 
he was sitting on a chair, cleaning ¢ 
82 calibre Savage automatic revolver, 
It was loaded with cight shells, and 
was set to shoot Ilis wife was going 
out for a drive with her sister, Nurs: 
Lawford, who was in the kitchen at 
the time. Mrs. Cox, for the purpose 
of bidding him gpod-bye, came into 
the room and put her arms round his 
neck, and he reciprocated by also eimn- 
bracing her. The gun was in his right 
hand, and just as he was in the act 1 
kissing her his hand resting on her 
shoulder, the weapon went off, the 
charge entering the base of her skull) 
towards the left ear. 

Killed Instantly 

She dropped to the floor and ex- 
pired instantly, while Mr, Cox, hor- 
ror-stricken for the moment, and then 
distracted with grief, frantically threw 
himself down beside the body, as if he 
would give anything in all th world 
to bring her back to life. A neighbor, 
who heard the shot, rushed in and at 
once telephoned for the police.
